During the past; year the two Bureau ta:;£cabs maintained 
by the Kow York Office have been used principally on fisurs 
in connection with the Inpre investigation and much success 
was had on these surveillances through utilisation of the cabs. 
Their use on the Inpro investigations has been limited soctcwhat 
due to tba fact that they are in a different radio band than 
the cars normally working these fisurs. However, it is - 
anticipated that in the near future cabs will be changed to the 
same band as the Inpro cars, Taxicabs have also been utilized 
on surveillances by the criminal sections or the l?ew York 
Office with success. 

They have been used to a limited e?:tent by security 
sections of the HYO and there is no longer as great a need ■ 
for cabs on fisurs by the security squads, particularly due 
to the laeZ; of underground activity in the CP at the present 
time/. The responsibility for these cabs has been reassigned 
in this office to Section 17 due to, the fact that this section 
and Division I will handle the cabs the greater Eaiority of 
the time.. 

These cabs are a valuable aid in maintaining discreetness 
on surveillances in Itew Yorl; City, particularly in the busy 
doTJatoria Kew Yorl: areas. It is felt that they should be 
continued to be stored at ftaughton's Garage to effectively 
maintain their security.

"On Fri. April 2% 1958 Millie Goodwin called me (early evening) 
and asked if my husband & I could come to her house the following evening 
to meet someone from out of town* I said yes T asked her if she ! d like a 
cake. She said she would as she r d be working all day Sat. & wouldn ! t . 
have time to make anything. 

"When we arrived at her home Sat. evening April 26, 1958 at 
about 8: PJtf. Bobbie introduced us to * Comrade 1 Arnold Johnson* We got 
into a discussion about ? old Books 1 and Antiques. . Elsie had taken an 
old poetry book she had recently come across with some good poems 
written on the Slavery question* Title to the Book is Songs g£ Freedom - 

(The Canterbury Poets )* 

"Bob made the comment that they were written mostly by the 
poets of the Chartist movement. ' 

"Arnold Johnson said his wife collected old Books and Antiques** 
They didn't have too much room in a three room Apt. And* since he collected 
' Socialist literature most of the book shelve space went to him. 

"Bob asked him Arnold Johnson how he traveled i.e.r-did, he 
come in by plane. He said no he*d come by train. He spoke of differences 
in travel by plane - train - bus. He thought trains was best it did give 
one a chanch to see more of the country, A^so if he was to speak on 
unemployment anywhere He didn ! f think it proper for him to travel by 
plane. People could argue here's a Communist ffuctionary talking on un-* 
employment traveling around via the best and most expensive mode of 
transportation. 

He said he*d been in Minisota and Colorado and parts west recently to 
discuss unemployment and had gone by train. 

He spent a great deal of time telling us about problems in the N.E.C. 
There was still a great deal of crises nationally altho not as severe as 
it had been. And where there was unity on issues and policy there still 
was sharp differences among people. He said much of this was published in 
the Worker in the past. Also more fully in the April issue pf Pa?ty 
Affairs. He gave us a run down on. National Committee Adopts Policy 
Resolution, Economic Report 1 * Pg, 1 & pg. 8 as it appears in April 1958 
Party Affairs. Main higlights being - Adoption of A Policy Resolution 
The Resignation of John Gates - and Econi c Report by Lumar. In his 
comments about moving Nat_ headquarters to Chicago which was a Convention 
Mandate he said Sid Stein was for doing it immediately but the feeling 
of others was at this time it would die on the way. ,

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"The N.E.C. resident Com. in N. Y. presently giving leadership 
until a full N.E.6.

"Stein had been quite vocal in his refusing to serve on the 
hew N.E.C. Even tho Winter had declined .he agreed to support the N.E.C. - 
and this was an indication of some' of the sharp differences still left,

"Vic Piecarski came in. .Arnold Johnson said there Was a sharp 
split in the t>arty in the State of California and lesser splits in other 
states. E. Q, Flyrih had gone to Calif that week to see if she could 
straighten out things & help reorganize the party in Calif_ - of course 
she was very popular out there^ 

"He spoke of the importance of the peace issue. Said he'd met 
with some Gloucester Comrades earlier in the day and thought they'd 
done a good job in promoting the ad for the Sa ne Commit tee for a 
Nuclear Policy. 

"He said he'd met with the p. C_ in Boston on Fri^, night., He'd 
been impressed with Dan Shirm er who admitted being- disturbed over 
Kr uoheves 20 Congress report and over the Hungarian uprising. But was. 
somewhat encouraged' over Russia's taking a moral lead in asking for a 
halt to H Bomb testing and Nuclear testing. 

"Arnold said the Quakers had been doing a good job for Peace. 
They were responsible for some of the very good T.V. Shows for peace. He 
also told of other groups working for peace such as the F.O.R,. some of 
them on a national level and others' on ah international level - All of 
them doing a good job* We should work with them "wherever possible But 
avoid trying to change them to our way of working - rather we should, 
work with them' to support their programms. 

"He said he*d taken up the matter' of reregistration at the 
D. C. meeting the night before The Worker Subscription drive, Security, 
and the H.U.A.C. hearings in Boston. 

"Ann Timpson had reported 1$0 members registered to date. 
Arnold thought we'd have to work on it on a year round basis rather 
than a specified time drive such as' in the past. 

"Also in reguards to the Worker - we needed to get as many 
new subs as possible? He said things really were disorganized, when 
they didn't -know in N.I. how many subscriptions for the Worker would 



be comming from Boston. 
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"Elsie asked him how .he felt about some, of the changes that 
were made at the l6th Nat_ Convention - didn't he think part of the 
crises within our ranks stemed from the changes made? 

"He said he had been in jail at the time of the l6th Nat^ Con- 
vention. When he got out he was surprised at some things ~ In particular 
he was surprised that the question of International Solidarity with 
Socialist countries had not been taken up at the Convention. He. 
thought probably he should explain. Even tho he was one whose position 
was for The American Road to Socialism. He didn't think you could sell 
Socialism to people in this country without being able to point out 
some of the advantages the countries such as the U.S.S„R. had under 
Socialism, 

"He talked about the present ecconomic Situation in this 
country as being serious and even tho it was called a recession when 
we spoke of it we should call it a depression - as actually that was 
what it is_ 

"He said we should clip and collect all information and data 
on unemployment - unemployment compensation any other recours_ people, 
had to obtain funds. 

"Also to work for proper legislation for the unemployed^ 

"Arnold passed us a leaflet entitled "A Peoples Programm 
for Jobs & Security" published by the CP.. U.S.A. 23 West 26th St_ 
N.Y, 10 N.I. He said the last page (h) the space was left at the 
bottom for anv State Parties to print their name & address. These 
. were obtainable for #11.00 per 1,000. He thought it was something, we 
could use for a mailing_ 

"Millie. Goodwin ma'de -Qie comment that it was very encouraging 
to see the party putting out something with. a return address on it. 

"He said we should try to keep track of all the unemployed in 1 
our areas especially anyone we knew personally and to keep alert for 
any legislation pretaining to unemployment. 

"Arnold told how Homer had told the night before at a D,C. 
meeting that Mikes work was supposed to come up at the next D.C. . 
meeting. Bob & Elsie said no - it was Mikes_ action in resigning 
from the D.C, that was supposed to be discussed. 

"Arnold said he hadn't realized that Mike had been .so 
sensitive, Mike argued, but he had run all over the place, Arnold . 
didn't think it adviseabie to take the matter up. Elsie said of 
course- weld been subjected to several speakers up here - Steve Nelson, 
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Sid Stein, John Gates - naturally you had a certain respect for these 
people - and certainly they influenced peoples' thinking a little* 
She & Bob had pushed for a speaker who represented a different line 
of thinking, especially after John Gates, She remembered back when 
Mike came back from the Convention and had been quite disturbed over 
some of the things that took place - She didn't know how or when - but 
she felt Mike had changed character along the way somewhere. She still 
hoped the thing could be handled in such a way so Mike could make con- 
tributions to the party* 

"Millie told how through a Saugus. Minister they had been able 
to .get publicity against Minstrel Shows into the Lynn Papers.-

The Second May Day Conference, called by the New York 
Communist party was held on April' 22nd, 1958 at the 
Adelphi Hall in N.Y.C. 

About 60 people Were present at this conference. 

The Chairman of the Conference was William Patterson. 

Patterson opened the conference- with a .few remarks . 
He said that he is "a bit worried" because of the 
"poor attendance." (Only about 30 people were in the- hall' 
at the opening of the conference. ) Patterson stated that 
this "is the most evehtfull May Day, a day of struggle for 
peace, and civil liberties. T He urged everyone to re-double 
the efforts of mobilizing the people for' the' "May Day 
demonstration in Carnegie Hall." He introduced Wilber (?) 
Brown- "chairman of the program Committee" of the May Day 
Carnegie Hall celebration. 

Wilber Brown talked about May 1st as a "labor holiday which 
originated in our country" and eventualy became an "interna- 
tional working, class holiday. " He said, that the whole month 
of May is full of important dates, like the birthday of 
Mother Bloor, Decoration Day, which reminds us the . 
"importance of struggles against war. " "This May Day we 
must concentrate our struggle against the H-borab tests. " 

He said that his Committee arranged "a fine pr>ngyflm f nr> the

cultural program. Hugo Geller painted a very artistic and 
important backdrup. Amoung th e speakers Will be Vincent 
Toledano, who comes here specially to speak at the May- 
Day 'celebration; Ben Davis, Annette Rubinstein, Paul' Novick 
and a few other speakers."' Brown also' urged a mobilization 
of the New York people to "overfill, Carnegie Hall." Louis

a little. Maybe it wouldn't be as bad as it looked when we 
started this meeting." 

Weinstone said that up till this evening the Committee

in the N.Y. area and that each county chairman is 
responsible for the tickets. He asked the Counties to 
report at this meeting on the sale of the tickets. 

Weinstock said that the Committee printed 50,000 new May 
Day leaflets which will be sold at $750 a thousand. "Whatever 
profit there will be from the sale of these leaflets will 
go to .She Worker .'" He urged to buy the leaflets for a 
"general distribution "5,000 of the 50,000 leaflets, Weinstock 
said are in Spanish for distribution amQungthe Spanish 
speaking workers in the New York' area. 

He .also announced that the May Day Committee got permits from 
the police, department to hold 3 open-air meeting, . These 
meetings will be held on Tuesday, April 29th at "38th St. & 
8th Ave. from 11:45 a.m. to 1 p.m.; at Norfolk and De lane ey 
St.. at. 8 p-.m. and in Harlem at 8 p.m. 

He asked everyone in the hall to buy the leaflets and 
"each one of you should sell from now on until the evening 
of the May Day celebration at least two tickets. We must 
show our enemies and also our friends that we can fill 
Carnegie Hail and that, we are still very much alive.".. He 
said that many people, "including some of our former 
friends are trying to sabottage our May Day. celebration. 
The success of this May Day celebration means a lot to us; 
it means to us a political and a moral success." He 
also urged to give a wide distribution of the May Day issue 
of The Worker . 



Patterson told the meeting that the May Day issue of 
_The Worker_ will have 20 pages, 4 pages' of which are 
May Day greetings; that some of the May Day Greetings will 
also be published in the next issue of The Worker . He- 
urged to concentrate on the distribution of the 5,1)00 
Spanish May Day leaflets in Manhattan, and the Bronx.

Patterson said that "we mailed out 4,500 tickets and 
leaflets on our mailing list." Evelyn Weiner, chairman 
Manhattan County CP, told the meeting that she can not 
tell tonight how many tickets her county has sold T5u% 
she is sure that "we will sell our quota of tickets. 

Esther, a "garment worker" (she is about 5 f 4 i tall, 
dark hair, fair compl.) told the meeting tha^ she sold 
$75.00 worth of tickets.

The following document was copied on May 8th, 1958 "by 
Al Naidich at the offices of the N.Y. State .Committee 
C,P. at 23 W. 26th St., N.Y',C. He got this' document 
from Ben Davis, member of the .National Committ.ee OTP* 

This (document is knowJLn the National Committee of the 
C»P. as the "Southern California resolution" which, most 
of the members of the N C C. "regents." 

The .following is an exact copy: 

"To Natl. Comm. Dec. 14*57 " 

"We -are concerned because of the continuing and deepening 
crisis in the CP. The promises and hopes which were to 
develope from the lbth Conv. have not come to pass. There 
has been no progress in overcoming pur isolation from the 
American scene. Rather the cleavages and contradictions 
have become wider and sharper while the Party is daily 
being reduced by further losses." 

"It is not our aim at this time to assess all the reasons 
for this state of affairs. This will come in time." 

"We- are concerned rather with the path ahead for ourselves 
both as part of the Party and, as individuals* We do not 
care to see any' further fragmentation and dispersal of 
broad groups of Marxist and soci^listnninded forces in 
whom, there is concentrated 2 and 3 decades of intence 
devotion, loyal ty, effort and experience in. the cause of 
socialism. " 

"In view of the above we declare:" 

"1. We want to help bring about socialism -in the U*S,." 

"'2. To achieve that aim> we wish to study and organize* 
making use of the* rich experience of the working class 
and peoples of" all countries,, and more especially of 
those who have achieved socialism or are marching to it. 
But we also hold that an American Party of Socialism 
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"can successfully solve the problems before it only if it 
thinks and acts independently on the basis of its own good 
judgments 11 

"3. We consider the theories worked out by Marx,- Engelg, 
Lenin and more recent leaders as summarizing the best 
experiences of the workers and peoples of the World in 
the struggle for socialism. We further consider that 
the deepest study of the American scene is required so 
that the lessons, summarized by the teachers of other 
countries can be creatively and correctly interpreted and 
applied to the problems of the U.S.." 

"4. We believe that the main danger in arriving at a 
correct program and policies for an American way to 
socialism comes from a continuing and over ^sharpening 
dogmatism and sectarianism which seeks to reduce the? 
Party to .a shell of those who are "pure" in their 
isolation, preferring to live by the book and to study 
our country through foreign eyes," 

"So far, we may seem to be saying nothing that was hot 
stated in one way or another by the l6th Conv. but the 
/blunt truth is that the forward-looking decisions of that 
convention have- been Kam ; strong by those in the leadership 
who never agreed ^ith them and, said s&y. w&th an able assist 
from those who have followed a path of conciliation and 
..compromise with the former— rail under the slogans of 
unity and the need to struggle on two fronts," 

"5<> Therefore, in the present specific party situation,, 
we reject as double talk a program of struggle on two 
fronts. We feel that, under this type of program, the 
Party is being driven to destruction. We feel that the 
main problems derive in the first place from the deep 
isolation of our movement from the main strata of the 
people, and above all, the* working class and the Negro 
people, as well as from tlae continuing inability of the 
Party to deal with these problems." 
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"6. We further reject the concept that there are two 
extremes in our Party at this time — the right and the 
left and that what is needed is "unity," a struggle 
against both "extremes," and studied avoidance of basic 
issues under the c^oagfc of that "unity." This kind of 
"unity" is a mask 'ToF^oppq sit ion to change and leads back 
into the camp of dogmatism and doctrinairisnu tinder 
this type of program,, the majority of the Party which 
favored basic changes has been forced out." 

"We feel instead that the issue is more truely between 
the overwhelming desire for change in our ways (even 
though there are overstatements and excesses) and the most 
bitter, unyielding and determined resistance against such 
change.. This is more truly the basic issue in our 
movement at this time, and nothing must be allowed to 
cloud it." 

"f^ We are more, and more convinced that the convention 
action of seeking any and all avenues for unity with forces 
who have left our Tarty as well as other Marixist and 
socialist groupings is one of the major means 'by which an 
important move forward can be made. We are convinced that 
the hostility to and battle against this concept is a major 
reason for the sharp Party crisis 1 it being crystal clear now* 
that^t ? his v proposition is /being buried .by those who resist any 
change . " * 

"Having those reached the crossroads, we further declare 
that we will continue to try to exhaust all possibilities 
within the Party, recognizing at the same time that we 
can no longer have any illusions. Possibilities for 
change appear to grow less and less with each passing day." 

"At this late hour, only a number of sharp and serious 
steps by the NC would be convincing evidence of a decisive 
change. Amg>wng; such steps would be included:" 

"a. A forthright repudiation of the characterization of 
our convention as revisionist by foreign parties. M 
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"b. An equally forthright rejection of the proposition 
that the cause of the present Party crisis is revisionism" 

"c-i Public reaffirmation of the policy of "fighting side 
by side with all who. struggle for socialism and seeking to 
cooperate with all' socialist-minded Americans to achieve 
socialism" (Preamble' to P. Constitution^ and working, to 
implement that policy at every point as a major Party 
task." 

"d. An open letter to the comrades who have ieft our 
Party which would be frankly self->critical of our showness 
in carrying out the convention decisions. Such a letter 
should express the hope that these people will in their 
own way attempt to overcome the fragmentation of experienced 
Marixist cadre which has already taken place, and convey 
the willingness of the Party to assist in this whereeyer 
it is acceptable and in whatever form is possible (i.e. 
study groups, forums, clubs, and or any other avenue in 
which people- can continue to study and Work together with 
or without the participation of present Party members.)" 

"e. A frank statement 'statement that a regrouping is 
necessary, inclusive of those who have left as well as 
those who remain in the Party, legalizing discussion 
along these lines, and expressing the need for finding 
ways of carrying it out in the near future - coupled 
with the taking of actual steps to do so . " 

"f . Taxing a number of immediate organizational members; 
that will help move the Party in the above direction 
including: - shifting of staff personnel to eliminate 
obstructionalists to such changes. 

- Making the present structure of the Party more 
fexible.to that membership in the present type of Party 
club is not necessarily a requirement for adherence to 
the organization. 

- Moving the national office to Chicago forthwith. 

- Steps to bring into line any Party organization that 
defies the line of the Natl. Conv." 
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"g. Opening a discussion of a Party program in -an 
atmosphere of free discussion and with an approach in 
keeping with the decision of the Conv. on the need 
to think through our problems oh the basis of the most 
careful study of the American scene." 

"h. Instructing all national sub-committees and bodies 
of the Party and most especially the Educational Committee 
and "Political Affairs/ 11 to develope policies and material 
supporting and implementing the policies and spirit of 
the' l6th Convention." 

"i. Regular and frequent issuance of a real discussion 
bulletin in which the view of the membership can be expressed." 

"Only such a series of actions and more along similar- 
lines .affords any hope of halting further looses and 
disintegration and of realizing whatever possibilities 
for change still remain in the Party."

A photograph was also obtained of a white female, 30- 
35 years of age, dark hair, cut shorty approximately 5' 5", medium 
build, who entered with JUNIUS SCALES. It is believed this 
woman may be identical with GLADYS SCALES, but the photograph is 
not sufficiently clear to Effect an identification. • 

In addition to the above, 1973-S* indicated that a 
man named "MAX" (possibly MAX GORDON) was present at the meeting. 

JOE (DERMER) acted as Chairman and opened the meeting 
by stating that it was not a formal meeting, merely a group of 
friends concerned with the plight .JUNIUS (SCALES) is in. He said 
he was not going into the history of the case, as their purpose 
is to raise funds by a picnic to be held on June 15. The meet- 
ing, according to JOE, was to talk about the distribution and gale 
of 500 tickets and second to make plans to make sure picnic didn't 
get disorganized and out of control. 



b6 
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A discussion on the distribution of tickets followed 
with DERMER stating that Brooklyn would be handled by SAM 
(KANTER) , NELLY (LEON NELSON) and himself (DERMER) . The Bronx 
was to be handled by BETTY LNU, GENE (PERLSTEIN) and DANNY 
(GREENWALD) . ROSE' (KRYZAK) and HARRY (NOBEL) and AL (who was 
apparently not present) (possibly ALEX ELAN) were to distri- 
bute tickets for Queens. GENE ( PERLSTEIN) in reporting on his . 
tickets said he had given 40 tickets to the Bronx County CP 
Committee and had promised them ten more. He also said FRANKIE 
(possibly FRANK HASHMALL) , DOTTIE (possibly DOTTIE OFSEVIT) and 
BEA in Manhattan (possibly BEA FRIEDLAND) . 

The Chairman mentioned it was to be emphasized, that 
money and tickets should be sold as soon as possible so that 
the potential size of the crowd could be determined. Some dis- 
cussion then folloitfed that there seemed to be a good deal of 
enthusiasm for the picnic even if only for the- opportunity of 
giving old friends a chance to get together and see each other. 
A woman then said she was asked by a woman if there were to be 
political discussions and she said there would be no speeches. 

A man (possibly LEON NELSON) stated that he is not 
enthused over giving tickets to a County C? Committee because 
he believes if CP is allowed to buy in it would keep people 
away. He said he did not believe there should be an official 
sanction to anything smacking of CP participation. It would 
be OK to sell tickets but should not allow to have CP have 
chairmanships of committees or political demonstrations of any 
kind. 

GENE then said he believed CP had a legitimate in- 
terest in the picnic and many of the party people are friends 
of those who would be at the' picnic . He pointed out that the 
Bronx had not had the fierce antagonism that Brooklyn did and 
many of them are still friends. Re said it would be a shame 
if in trying to. keep the CP from making a political demonstration, 
they might do exactly that themselves. ' He said the decision 
•should rest with JUNIUS. 



\ 
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The question was then asked if there would be 
a speaker for the SCALES Defense Committee. The Chairman 
then said that this, is not a Defense Committee and no one 
was sponsoring them. 

Another man (possibly SAM KANTER) said he wanted 
no part in any .activity -that the CP., USA has any connection 
with as he has no confidence in them. He said if BERNIE 
ADES wants to buy 50 tickets and pay cash for 'them, OK, but 
if CP, USA is officially involved he doesn't want to do 
business with them. After further discussion along this line 
one man said the advertisements should stress that the picnic 
was to be a get together of old friends and tickets not to be 
•sold to orgnaizations . 

An unidentified male then said he had gotten into 
"this thing" because he was formerly very active and felt 
partly responsible for the position JUNIUS is in and felt that 
others shald also feel this responsibility. He said he felt 
JULIE, had been "kicked around" and he would meet the devil him- 
self to help him out. He- mentioned his poker club, and said 
it was composed of fellows who had left the party and were 
pretty cynical .about the party, These men, he said, were in 
favor of the picnic, whereas if they Jelt it was to becoming a 
political football they would, question the sincerity of it-. 

A male (believed to be SAM KANTER) then said that 
as far as he was concerned, if BERNIE ADES wants to go to the 
picnic or even if BILL ALBERTSON or CHARLIE LOMAN wanted to buy 
a ticket for $5.00 (cash) he had no objection but he did not 
want tickets sold to State, County or other CP organizations, 
and did not want to do business with Bronx County or Kings 
County committees. 

A man (believed to be GENE PERLSTEIN) stated that 
BERNIE ADES. in the Bronx was trying to "bridge the gap" and 

maintain comradeship". He then said he had spoken with 
ALBERTSON and was asked what would be the reaction of the 
committee to a joint committee. He said that he told • ALBERTSON 
he would not even raise this point but if ALBERTSON had a con- 
crete proposition they would listen to it.

JUNIUS SCALES then spoke, pointing out his 
financial position of being 4000 in the hole, and stating 
he had received no money since 1956, from the National 
Committee. He said some people in the party thought his 
family was wealthy but that his mother had put up his bail 
and his family is broke. *He aiso stated that he had paid 
10,000 for lawyers at the party's instructions whereas his 
own lawyer Would only have cost $4,000.00. SCALES also 
said he had recently talked with ARNOLD JOHNSON and told 
him he felt that the party had certain obligations to him 
Which have not been met and that he believed that the party 
should have supported him more strongly since he was fight- 
ing the Smith Act. He also said that at this point he would 
take money from anyone in Times Square with TV cameras on. 
him on the basis of fighting the Smith Act. However, he 
said he would prefer to avoid contact with the party, but 
should accept money from whatever source it came. He pre- 
ferred to keep the party out of it because he thought he 
recognized their interest in this affair as a typical 
ALBERTSON -maneuver of trying to have the party buy its way 
out of an embarrassing situation at a cheap price. 

Arrangements for the picnic were then discussed 
and it was .learned that $80,00- is to be paid for the camp 
grounds but the name of the camp was not obtained by the 
informant. The matter of petitions to- be distributed and 
raising money through them. was also mentioned, emphasis 
being put on control of the money to avoid any later criticism. 

It was announced that the group would meet a't the 
same place "3 weeks from tonight" which would be June 11, 1958, 
and all money collected to be brought along. If it rains, . 
picnic will be postponed from June 15 to June 22.

meetings. She also asked for volunteers to visit 
prospective party members especially from the CP. 
She said that this was very important work and that 
groups of two and three persons are required to visit 
at one time, 

"Comrade Tom gave his report on the meeting 
of the committee for the United Socialist Ticket which 
met to plan the conference for the ticket which will 
run in the' Pall elections. The meeting ran smoothly 
except for the unexpected presence of Arnold Johnson 
and Ben Davis representing the CP. which has opposed 
the U.S.T. and refused to cooperate with it. Johnson 
and -Davis tried to disrupt the meeting by raising all 
the CP. objections to the United Socialist ticket. 
They said that it was the wrong approach to socialism 
in America, that the proper area for work was within 
the trade unions and the liberal elements withi.ng the 
Democratic Party, that now was not the time for inde- 
pendent political action by socialists. They kept 
throwing out questions and starting debates on old stuff 
which had been decided on by the sponsors of the Call. 
Finally the chairman of the' meeting ruled them out of 
order and the meeting proceeded. 

"Tom said that thus far the Call had been 
answered by about 500 persons of the 2000 who had received 
it. The committee decided to send out a new Call for the 
actual conference which will take place the middle of 
June. At this conference the program and the nominees 
for the ticket will take place. 

"Tom stressed that as many comrades as possible 
must plan to attend the conference to have the maximum 
influence on the program and the candidates. He said 
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"the SWP will have its own program drafted and ready 
to take to the conference ahd the comrades there will 
fight for it. There will be meetings prior to the 
conference of the party and the local to hammer out 
the details of the party program and the tactics for 
the comrades attending the conference to follow. 

"Tom also reported on the progress of the 
tickets in Chicago and California where CP. opposition 
to the ticket is hardening. He said that in Chicago the 
CP. had resorted to threats of violence against those 
taking part in the conferences for the united socialist- 
ticket. He said that the CP. is being driven to this 
stand because the U.S..T. is causing discontent among the 
CP. l s already confused and militant rank and file members 
who are unhappy about the CP.P„ ! s policy of class collab- 
oration and Democratic Party policy. 

"Tom also reported that Farrel^ Dobbs who is 
now in France was in Britain where he h4Id Conferences 
with left-wing British Laborites (Bevani-te faction). 
He had: spolen' mainly with the left wing M.P.s within 
the Bevanite faction which had recently broken with Bevan 
because of his recent speech on the H-Bomb tests in. which 
Bevan did not go all out in his condemnation of American 
testing and use of British bases. The group includes the 
left wing M.P. Connie Ziliacus. Tom said that Farrel„had 
persuaded them (a group of Labor Party M.P. of the left 
including Ziliacus) to tour the U.S., giving addresses to 
socialist, labor and left wing groups, to drum up sympathy 
for .socialism, against H-Bomb tests' and other left wing 
policies . The tour will be sponsored by the American 
Forum for. Socialist Education. This the SWP agrees to, 
as long as the SWP gets recognition and representation 
with the touring M.P.s. Tom said that it was expected 
that there might be opposition from the State Department, 
but, he daid this would be good because it would cause an 
international scandal which would embarass the State 
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?! :Department . He said the SWP has had its prestige 
enhanced by FarreDJs arranging of this tour and by 
allowing the American 'Forum to sponsor it.. He said 
it is not yet announced publicly but would come about 
fairly soon because the M,P,vS must be back in Britain 
fairly soon for the Labor Party conference which takes 
place, in the. early part of Summer, 

"Tn the discussion over Tom ! s report] 

asked for more information on the party's program ana 
what the chances were for the Conference on the U.S.T. 
conference adopting of the main outlines of that program 
.and what the party leaders would do if too much has to 
be given up in the name of compromise,, 

I sited the similarity in the C.„JP arguments 
at the Conference committee and those used by the CP. 
faction in the YSA. 

11 Nat Weiristein announced that the Brooklyn 
NAACP group of comrades has had contact with many Stalinists 
through, the work on the Labor Committee on the NAACP in 
Brooklyn. He said the big project which the Brooklyn 
comrades oh the Labor Committee^ have been, building up 
for some time how has- at last begun to pay off in that 
many of the Stalinists who have come to respect the SWP 
faction f -s work oh the Labor Committee., have come to 
realize the possibility of the founding of a Brooklyn 
chapter of ah American Forum for Socialist Education. 
They ijave come to'see the need for such a forum for the 
advancement .of socialism in Brooklyn. The. Brooklyn 
comrades, who have planned such an American Forum of 
Swpers, Stalinists and others of the left/ihave arranged 
a party to be held on Saturday night at the home of Nat 
Weinstein at which many of thepe Stalinists will be 
present. He urged a good turnout of party members for 
this most' important pro ject .

Woman from the Fordham Club C.P. told the meeting • 
that "a few Comrades told, me that some comrades have in* 
their possession funds that belong to the Party* • These 
individuals don't deny that they have these party funds,, 
which, I was told, amount to many thousands of dollars- but 
they wouldn't turn these funds over to the present leadership 
because they do not agree with their policies..

Answering on the remarks and the questions, Patterson 
said that "Sonia is an old party member, I understand 
why she is disturbed on the question of National minorities-, 
and especialy on the Jewish .question, in the Soviet Union. 
I agree that this and some other questions were not handled there 
in accordance with Socialist theory. But. the fact is that 
the C P of the Soviet Union exposed the.se mistakes., it's 
own mistakes, showes that the Soviet Union is ready to 
erase these mistakes."

Report on 'a Saturday Conference of the 
Independent Socialist Political Conference held Saturday morn- 
ing at 10:00 AM. at the Great Northern Hotel, lib W, 57 St. 
About 350 people were in attendance. The session lasted 
until 1:30 PM. 

A registration table was placed at the entrance 
to the conference hall. Alec Jones of the American 
Committee for Protection of the Foreign Born attended the. 
registration desk 0 Most of those who attended haci regis-urated 
previously as a file of name cards was used to admit people 
to the hall. Annette Rubens tein acted as chairman for the 
session 0 Two other men assisted her. Rubenstein called 
tho© people to speak from a list of names which was su^nutted 
tn her previous to the session. About 28 people ±tt &ix 
spoke on the resolution concerning the number of candidates 
that would be run in the coming election, 

Ben Davis of the Communist Party was one of the 
first speakers. He proposed that one candidate, that for 
U.S. Senator, be sponsored by the committee. By doing tm.s 
the Democratic Party, backed by organised labor could st*ll - 
be supported. Davis's argument" was that labor would be 
alienates If a Socialist Committee tried to run candidates 
tor several offices. Most of • the following speakers criticized 
Davis and proposed five candidates. Applause was given 
every speaker who favored five candidates and mild reaction 
was evidenced by a speaker suggesting one candidate. The 
Socialist Workers Party was well represented in that wild 
cheers and applause was given all their members that spoke. 
Towards the end of the conference several speakers passed 
their opportunity to have the floor 0 Among them were Dan 
Roberts, Lil Kjiezel, Bert Deck and Weissman, all from the 
Socialist WorSSTs Party.

Towards the end of the conference the Communist 
backers entered the hall and "assembled together. . They 
included Ben Davis, Dr. Blumberg, Evelyn Weiner, Esther 
Cantor, and several others who were prominent in Communist 
activities, • There attitude was smug and they talked 
among themselves while other speakers had ..the ■ floor ♦ 
Simon Gerson of the Communist Party was present but he sat 
at the other end of the hall. 

At the close of the session, the platform or 
rules committee was called to the rear of the chairman's table 
t'o work out a compromise . as regards the number 

of candidates to run. During this time Irwin Edelman 
was called to speak. Edelman was jeered by many in the audience 
for supposedly talking off the motion. Rubenstein immediately 
corrected him although she gave leeway to the other speakers. 

Al Levin (who works with the Sobell Committee ) 
spoke during the session. Others were Harry Mann and Harry 
Light.

The following information was obtained from 
a Photostat of a 32 page typewritten document furnished 
the Chicago Office on 5/31/57 ,• by CG 5824-S*, who has 
furnished reliable information In the past. This 
document contained a "detailed accounting" of the case 
of "ARTY V.",. dated. 1/8/57, addressed to the National 
Convention, CP, USA, and was one of the cases handled 
by the Appeals Committee at the l6th National Convention 
of the CP, USA. "ARTY V." is identical with ARTHUR 
SHERWOOD VOGEL. The original source of this is located 
in Chicago file 100-2398-lB3(56) . 

The Chicago Office advised on 1/17/58, that 
it was believed that this material had not come to the 
attention of more than a handful of leading members .of 
the CP,. USA, including two of the Bureau's top informants.

from his job. Throughout, VOGEL emphasized that during 
this period, he received no guidance, either legal or 
political, from the- Party. 

VOGEL further discussed his readmittance into 
the Party in 1952, the CP organizations he belonged to, 
the posi clone he held in. these organizations, the meetings 
he att-.enciert, his contributions to. Party work, and his 
ur.lor. r.^.t-.'/ltifis. In chronological order, he 
listed the events leading up to his investigatL on by and 
subsequent expulsion from the Party. He set forth in 
detail the charges preferred against him by the Party, 
and his explanations and answers to these charges. " 1 

revealed his attempt s-afc appeal to higher 
authorities in the Party, and the fact that .he- 
received no answers or satisfaction from these appeals. 

In a cover letter included in instant document 
addressed, to the National Convention, CP, USA, VOGEL 
requested immediate and unconditional reinstatement 
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into the CP, USA; immediate investigation of causes 
leading the NY State Committee to ignore and failure 
to correct the situation which led *to the destruction 
of an "entire Party section in a decisive basic industry 
(transport) from late 1955" to Jan., 1957 i investigation 
and action thereafter on Brooklyn County leadership, 
especially Comrades' GEORGE (KIRSCHNER) and CHARLES L. 
(LOMAN), concerning his (VOGEL's) expulsion, and the 
destruction of the Party in his industry; investigation 
of MURRY S. and JOE T. (TANENHAUS) comrades involved 
in Transport activities, who were mainly responsible 
for "the destruction of the Transport Section, CP, and 
the mass. Rank and Pile movement in the industry." 

In a seven page "Supplement to Statement 
Subletted in October, 1955 subject stated that he 
had struggled against attacks on him by the Transit 
Authority, through the Brown-Tenney Investigating 
Committee j and ori the job for three and one half months. 
During that period, he wrote that he appealed many 
times to the Comrades of the Transport Section and JOE 
of the Region for discussions, help and coordination 
but received no satisfaction ♦ 

Subject stated that on November 3, 1955* 
he appeared, with his lawyer, STANLEY FAULKNER, before 
the Brown Committee. At this hearing, he refused to 
answer political questions, basing himself on the First 
Amendment, and launched an attack on the Committee and 
the Transit Authority (TA) for its unconstitutional 
character j its anti -union, anti- Semitic and, anti-Catholic 
nature j its vicious methods and its denial of due process 
of the law. 

Subject said he had been informed by CARMINE 
(CARMINE B; 1 ANTONIO) that MURRAY, who was part of 
Supervision in the Proceedings Department at the TA 
Central Office, had seen papers op the subject's case* 
He said MURRAY de.nied this and then told him that he had 
had seen his name around but he never divulged information 
he unquestionably had. 
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Subject stated that MURRAY and CARMINE, directly, 
and JOE obviously^ tried to isolate him during this 
period. He charged that Party and non-Party people 
ran a party to help raise a fighting fund for his 
defense and that MURRAY, CARMINE and PAUL pledged 
support, took invitations, but that neb one Party member ; " 
attended . 

Subject stated that on.l/13/56, he appeared 
before TA officials with his lawyer but refused to 
answer questions concerning his present membership in the 
CP, USA, NY State CP and that he had ever been msmber 
of the Communist Political Association (CPA) . 

Subject stated that on 1/20/56, he was r..c tiffed 
of bis suspension by the TA for insubordination in that 
his refusal to answer TA questions thwarted and impeded 
TA investigation as to whether doubt existed concerning 
his trust and reliatfility. ^ 

Subject said that during those three and one 
half months, he and his wife faced/quf stion of wanting 
to fight this attack, but determining what weight his 
wife's political assignment and political security should 
be given. He said that he received no adequate guidance 
from the Transport Section. Subject said that he and 
his wife met with JOE and/or CARMINE three times in 
October, 1955, and that their position was that progressives- 
were needed in Transport but that if they fought s they 
had to make personal sacrifices and. they had slender 
prospects for success. He said that the question 
whether this type of guidance was ail that Party or 
non--?artyyi<a WSof transit witchhunts received, was 
answered that everyone must make their own decisions.,, 
raise their own funds, and that the hearings were to 
be stalled as. long as possible until the political 
climate changed to make a successful, struggle. He 
said that JOE indicated that this, was the basic long ' 
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term strategy of Transport Section for these attacks . He 
said that- they all had agreed that the Party "Maxnt. 
of Way Club" was visually wiped out Subject said that 
no one in Transport Section leadership or "JOE of Region 
had troubled to evaluate with him- his. status and 
struggle . 

Subject said that in October, 1955, he was ' 
referred to Comrade LOMAN, Brooklyn County, who discussed 
his inability to get adequate discussion, legal aicTand 
coordination with other cases, from Transport Section 
leadership and JOE . He said he met with Comrade LOMAN 
and another County Staff member once for ten minutes, 
and though be Called Comrade LOMAN a number of times 
du^no- late October, November and early December, ±m, 
he" was only told by LOMAN that LOMAN had been informee 
that Transport people were meeting with the subject ana 
that LOMAN would look further into the matter and call 
the subject. Subject said he received no calls from 
Comrade LOMAN and got no further action from him. 

The next six pages of instant document were 
devoted to the main security matters of the past ten 
days (apparently dating back from 1/8/57). Subject 
stited that he was under investigation by the NYC Loyalty 
Committee, that he had no political guidance on strategy 
and no legal advice, and that he was uncertain as to the 
approach to take to the hundreds of men on the job who 
knew him as a Rank and Pile leader and also with "TWU 
of which he was an elected department officer, 

The following pertinent information was 
obtained from this "six page section of instant document: 

Subject mentioned that on 9/8/55, PAUL, and 
ROBIN came to his. home and asked him to organize and 
lead a Maintenance of Way Department, Rank and File 
Sem-enV ' a union election elate. He said that he 
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agreed and from the discussion, it was indicated by the 
two Comrades that their visit and request were based 
on a decision of the Section Committee, of the Party. 

On 9/30/55, subject said that he was notified 
by his boss to appear on 10/4/55 at the Department of 
Investigations. He said that he immediately notified - 
PAUL, organizer of his former Party Club, Transport 
Section, who arranged to meet him- during the evening 
of 10/3/55. Subject said that his wife, CONNIE, both 
politically and personally involved, attended this 
meeting and insisted on participating therein. Subject 
pointed out that CONNIE had participated in a major 
part of the discussions with the Comrades ;:" .-■ the 
Transport Section and he introduced her following summary 
of this meeting: 

Her summary began, "I, CONNIE, before attending 
this meeting, informed my own section of the pending 
investigation .of ART and of the necessity for my full 
participation in the discissions and decisions. My 
section representative agreed with my view." CONNIE 
wrote the following description of the meeting between 
her and the subject and CARMINE and PAUL, both of 
Transport Section. CARMINE informed subject he should 
get postponement at which time CONNIE interrupted to 
say that she was part of any discussions or decisions 
that were madej that she was fully involved for both 
political and personal reasons; and that there was a 
question of security involved £1*7* her Party po^M^iMiltLtfs. 
She mentioned that she had experience "in security work 
for the Party." She pointed out that she and subject 
suggested, and that CARMINE and PAUL agreed^ that whatever 
decision would be made, the prime thought would be for 
what is in the best interests of the Party; and that it 
was further agreed that in. any such decisions, considerations 
of the security of her political responsibilities had to 
be. taken into account. MURRAY of the Transport Section 
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joined in the discussion and it was considerably discussed 
as to what course subject should taice at the hearing, 
CONNIE suggested that it might be advisable to consult 
a higher body- in the Party* She said that MURRAY reacted 
by saying,, "CONNIE, I don't want to get into an argument 
with you but Transport will make decisions for Transport . 11 
CONNIE replied "My section will make decisions for my 
section, but MURRAY, since this, is a combined effort, 
whether you believe it or not, Transport, is part of the 
Communist Party J 1 

There was no further pertinent information 
contained in CONNIES statement. 

The last 17 pages of instant document were 
desoribcvJ! by the subject as a chronology of events from 
January, 1952, through July, .1955 * 

Herein, subject stated that he had met with 
"JOE of Transport i S.Q. " to discuss his transfer and 
background and that during* the period June to December , 
1952, he was informed that "ALMA (Reg. Org)" (ALMA 
GARCIA.) had met with the "S,0, of Transport" to discuss • 
him. 

During the period May through August, 1953 * 
he said that "JOE, Transport S.O." brought a, Comrade 
from "County Security Apparatus" to his home and he was 
subsequently informed that he was being investigated 
as a possible enemy agent as a result of a previous 
request from a State Leader who wished to attend a club 
or ruction meeting, as part of the, "State Committee Industrial 
Work Survey. " • 

In l?tte January, 195^ a Section Committee 
meeting was held featuring "The Worker" -drive and changes, 
in leadership. He said that at this meeting, JOE 
announced his official promotion to Region.' Subject 
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went on to say that PAUL, now "Club Org.", complained 
that JOE misrepresented and lied to him about discussions 
with staff leaders in, urging him to accept a "Sac. 
Worker Dir." post while a Youth leader. Subject said 
that PAUL wouldn't then — and — dSsfoitfi accept . 

Sut?ject said that in May., 195 2 *, he reported 
to CARMINE.* "Transp. S.O.", that ROBIN in the subject's 
club had conversation with n 2 FBI's" when called into 
the Dispatchers Office. 

Subject said that in approximately April. 
ISb^-j PAUL arranted a- meeting between himself, RUBY 
(REUBEN FOX), Brooklyn Youth Leader, and subject for 
the purpose o:: resolving a conflict in activities. 
At R*;.3Y ; b request, PAUL and the subject gave him an 
analysis of the youth in industry, union, Rank and File 
and QUILL's recognition of their decisiveness, RUBY 
concluded that some form of youth organization was 
imperative and PAUL and subject stated thatfetey had long 
felt the same* Subject stated that this meeting was* 
later distorted and used as evidence of . additional 
factionalism in the 1955 charges against him. Subject 
said that 5/22/54 was the. beginning of a two .month 
struggle of ths workers for a ^ySfe^tft 1 " contract . He 
said r,hat the majority of the workers, rank and file 
and some Club leaders, including himself, disagreed 
with the position of "Sec. Staff "and Joe, no^ Regional 
leader j \ v . on how to react to QUILL's proposed contract 
and how to vote on it. Subject said that he had 
struggled for a Committee editorship of Transit News, 
representing a cross-section of Rank and File, as 
compared with. the "then — and now — one man editorship 
and even writing by MURRAY 'Transp. Org. Sec* and a 
Comrade who was isolated from the workers by his clerical 
and semi-supervisory job . " 
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Subject said that in mid June, 195^, he 
spoke to MAG GORDON (MAX GORDON) with whom he was 
personally friendly., and explained his — and others — 
inability to have serious problems, questions, and 
criticisms discussed by "Sec. StafT n and Joe, the 
Regional leader. He said that GORDON agreed to bring 
this to the a/btentioh of the "State Comm." so that the 
situation could be resolved quickly and soundly. 

He said that on 6/25/5^ he was called to a 
"Sec. Staff" meeting, and JOE informed him that his 
present and future status in the Party was undergoing 
examination because he had discussed Transport policies 
with certain leading Comrades without author:! nation $ 
and '-h^t some of these policies were misrepresented . 
Subj.vj-fc s-.id that he was forbidden contact wi'ch other 
Comrades in Transport, other than CARMINE, the "S.O.", 
and ohat the "S^O." would meet with subject's Club to 
discuss him. Subject said that an obvious effort was 
made by MURRAY, "Transp Org. Sec. and Transit News 
Editor"^ to isolate him from the "Editorial Comm. - - 
Steering Comm. of Rank and Pile" to which subject was 
elected as Department representative . 

Subject said that on 8/31/54* he was intro- 
duced to fcwo Comrades from the County Cadre Commission, 
Brooklyn County, "Carm., the S.O. and JOE from Region." 

Subject said that on 6/21/55* he was called 
to a Club meeting without knowledge of its purpose and 
that charges Wcire brought against him by Joe, Regional 
leader. Also present were the "S,0." and five Club 
members. He said that the charges against him were 
violation of discipline and security, conducting an 
anti -leadership campaign, arid 'action in the Section, 
and elsewhere, tending to develop a factional split. 
Subject said that one of the specific charges against 
him was that he had had discussions with a State leader 
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tn 1953, and, though reprimanded for it, contacted other 
State leaders thereafter, particularly BERNIE BURTON 
(BERNARD E. BURTON) and attacked Section policies. 

Subject answered this charge by stating that 
he "did speak with another State, leader, MAC GORDON, but 
that he did not know or ever speak to BURTON. 

Subject said there were three subsequent 
meetings held concerning charges against him, all cf 
which were attended by JOE. He said that at the end 
of the third meeting, JOE insisted on taking a voice 
vote on at least the essance of the charges. He said 
the vote was taken and JOE directed PAUL, "Club Org;", 
to infovo members not present and to also i/iform the 
"Sc<- Committee" of the discussions. Subject sta-:ed 
that JC:o; of Region, CARMINE of Section, PAUL and ROBIN 
and himself "of Club" attended the last "charges" meeting 
when the vote was taken, permitting only Club members 
to vote. He na3:d ■ that ROBIN and PAUL voted for his 
expulsion but that he was to be considered a good 
friend of the Party and that he might be readmitted 
to the Party in time if he struggled to correct himself 
outside the Party."

"Speakers from the audience were going up for two . 
minute talks on the question, of a single candidate or a full, 
slate as had been proposed by previous : 'speakers in the 
morning session. BERT DECK, ALVIN BERMAN and FRED HALSTEAD 
got up and spoke dramatically for the full slate. 

"HENRY ABRAMS announced an apology by the Presiding 
Committee in the name of the Conference to BENJAMIN DAVIS who 
had been attacked along with the Communist Party by VINCENT 
HALLINAN in his keynote speech on Friday night, He. had 
attacked DAVIS and the CP. -for its opposition to independent 
political' action by socialists and in particular for their 
tactics in opposition to the Harlan Roberts campaign in 
California as well as its knifing of the ALP in New York. 
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"MORRIS 60LDIN. proposed an amendment to the resolution 
which had been read to the body of the Conference. The 
resolution called for the running in the Pall elections of a 
full slate of candidates, Governor, Lietfeenafafe Gov. 
Attorney, U.S. Senator and Controller on a socialist ticket in 
opposition to the Democratic and Republican parties. The 
amendment which GOLDIN proposed to the presiding committee and to 
the body of the conference was actually a counter-proposal or 
counter resolution calling for the setting up of a continuation 
committee which would study the feasibility of running a candidate 
or a group of candidates with a view toward reaching a maximum 
unity of the left. The motivation behand GOLDIN ' s amendment was 
the threatened walkout of the CP. leaders and it was feared the 
CP. rank and filers. GOLDIN felt that the loss of CPi support 
would doom the campaign. 

"MORRIS GOLDIN ' s amendment was the subject of a new 
series of discussions from the floor with speakers on both sides. 
The general feeling was that the CP. was behind the GOLDIN 
amendment while the SWP was pushing for the original resolution. 

"A young negro, 5' 10", dark, moustache, 150 lbs., 
(WILLIAM?) WHEATON spoke dramatically f cr the GOLDIN amendment and 
said that he would walk out of the convention if the amendment 
was not passed. He spoke in favor of a single candidate on a 
peace ticket. 

"MURRY WEISS gave a brief report saying that a majority 
on the Presiding Committee supported the resolution over the 
amendment . 

"RICHARD DE HAAN took the floor and. supported MURRY 
WEISS in favor of the original resolution of the Presiding 
Committee for a full slate running on a socialist ticket. He said 
that records said that there were 500 in attendance through all 
the sessions of the Conference and he urged the body to stop pla- 
caMiag, the CP. and go ahead with its plans. 

"BABBETTE JONES spoke briefly for the amendment, 
IRVING BEINER spoke for the amendment. ANNETTE RUBINSTEIN charged 
the amendment was an attempt to split the Conference and deter 
it from its. aims - of putting a full socialist ticket on the 
ballot in the campaign. She urged defeat of the amendment.

"JEAN RUBINSTEIN, an elderly white haired woman also .

"MC MANUS as chairman of the Committee spoke in favor 
of the- resolution. • • 

"MORRIS U. SCHAPPES spoke for the amendment and Warned 
the Conference not to underestimate the strength of the CP* 
despite its great loss of members. He said the CP. had great 
strength and influence beyond its small membership. He said 
that by passing the amendment it was still possible to get CP. 
support for the Conference. • 

"Late in. the afternoon the amendment was rejected by 
a vote of 154 to 81.
